Deming and Its Business—The Coun- 
; try Round About. 


A Railroad Center — Railway Connections | 
Combinations and Progress—Trafic 
with Mexico—Our Opportunities 


From our Special Correspondent. } 


Demine, (N. M.) Aug. 4, 1882.— 


This promising yoyng railroad center 


is situated 715 miles southeast of Los 
Angeles, at an elevation of 4400 feet 
above sea level. It is the terminus of the. 
Atchison, Topeka und Santa Fe Railroad 
and the end of a division on the South- 
ern Pacific. The Santa -Fe Company 
have let the contract for grading a 
road from Deming to Silver City, a 
distance of about sixty miles, on which 
work will be commenced about August 
10th. It will be remembered that the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fe Compa- 
ny entered into a contract about a year 
ago, whereby the latter road was enti- 
tled to the right of way over the 
Southern Pacific road from Deming to 
@ connection with its own road at 
Benson, Arizona,—the arrangement to 
cease at the option of cither road, pro- 
vided two years’ notice be given be- 
fore. Rumorsare rife, apparently on 
good authority, that such notice has 
recently. been servel on the Santa Fe 

Company by the’ Southern Pacific 
Railway, and that the former will pro- 
ceed at once to build a_road of their 
own, almost parallel with the Soushern 


Pacitic, to a connection with their own 

uaymas road south of Tombstone, 
passing half_a mile within the latter 
town on the north. This will give 
Deming two important through rail- 
roads, and a branch road to Silver City, 
making practically five roads. 

THE BUSINESS OF DEMING, 
aside from its railroad interests, is 
considerable, being the center of sup- 
plies forthe following silver mines: 
Tres Harmanas, twenty miles south; 
Florida Mountain Mining Company, 
twelve miles south; Victorio, twenty 
miles west ; Lake Valley, 40 miles north- 
east; Eureka, 60 miles southwest, and 
the Burro Mountain mines, 65 mules 
north west. 

Tne development of the Lake Valley, 
Florida Mountain and Tres Hermanas 
mines has been seriously retarded on 
account of the frequent presence of 
hostile Indians, but with the steady 
influx of white population now going 
on the Apaches will seek more con- 
genial climes. 

George Hearst, of the San Francisco 
Examiner, is the owner of six impor- 
tant mines in the Victorio District, 
under the supervision of Col. A. E. 
Head. Mr. Hearst is one of the lucky 
ones if bein ner of one of the best 
paying iminingbdistricts in New Mex- 
ico is an indication of luck. Messrs. 
Fletcher & Seymour, of Deming, have 
lately discovered in the Florida Moun- 
tains, right from the top, a lead of car- 
bonates, being half an ounce of gold 
and sixteen ounces of silver, and are 
considerably elated over their find. 

Tue large number of Mexican wagons 
plying to and fro from Chihuahua, 
Old Mexico, to. Deming and Silver 
City, bringing corn, beans, potatoes, 
chilis, horses, cattle ‘and mules in ex- 
change for general merchandise of 
ever} description, constitutes an im- 
portaut part of the business done at 
Deming and Silver City. It is a com- 
mon sight to see a park of Mexican 
wagons in Deming, all filled up with 
complete camping outfits and arranged 
in a circle, inside of which cooking 

and other domestic labors are per- 
formed by the sefioritas, while their 
liege lords are going through the cus- 
tom-house routine, and trading their 
produce, cattle, etc., with los Ameri- 
canos for merchandise. At night the 
scene presented is highly intensified, 
and dramatic in the extreme—the dim, 
flickering lights in vivid contrast with 
the swarthy countenances of the Mexi- 
cans, the siivery laugh of the fair sefio- 
ritas, and an occasional squall from 
an unruly infant—all combining to 
give ah air of romance to the scene 
worthy ®f Marryatt’s most graphic de- 
scriptions of that interesting peopie. 
Until eight months ago tke custom- 
house was situated at Silver City, sixty 
miles north of Deming, but it was 
moved to the latter point on account 
of its near proxin.ity to the Mexican 
border, .being only twenty miles dis- 


‘tne following statement shows the 
increase in value of imports which has 
taken place since the custom-house was 
removed to Deming: The imports at 
Silver City for the first six months of 
1881 ag ted $19,069.76; for the 
first six months of 1882 at Deming the 
total reached. $36,172.65, showing a 
difference in favor of Deming of $17,- 
202.89. It is claimed by the mer- 
chants of Silver City that the Mexican 
trade handled by them reaches $100,000 
which is probably the fact when it is 
consid that within the past two 
months $15,000 in Mexican, silver

With the establishment of extensive 
business houses in Deming, carrying 
larger and more varied stocks of 
ample capital with

| E. Germain & (Co. transact the 
largest general merchandise business 
in the town, their sales agyregating 
from $170,000 to $200,000 per. year; 
mining supplies of every description 
and the Chihuahua trade forming the 
bulk of their businés. The L. W. 
Blinn Lumber Company ship lumber 
from this point to Albuquerque, Las 
Vegas, Socorro, Silver City and George- 
town. One unfortunate obstacle in 


the suit pending in connection 
with the joint claim of the 
Texas-Pacific, Santa Fe, and Southern 
Pacific roads to about a mile square of 
what would otherwise be the best 
business property in Deming, and by 
virtue of which claim the original set- 
tlers were ejected. The impression 
prevails, however, that the claim of 
the railroads cannot possibly be sus- 
tained. 

Considerable building is going on 
here, the material, strange to relate, 
being almost wholly adobe, on account 
of the high price of lumber, and of fuel 
with which to make brick. . The writer 
suggested to many of the builders and 
business men the advisability of using 
E. A.Edwards’s crude kerosene burners 
for the pu of burning brick, the 
necessary clayey soil being plentiful. 
A large quarry of good building stone 
has recently been discovered, about 
twelve miles distant, between the Flor- 
ida mountain and Tres Hermanas, and 
with a a two or three mile spur from a 
projected railroad to those mines, the 
stone could be brought to Deming at 
paying rates. 

SOIL AND CLIMATE. 

The soil within the town limits is of 
a light, gravelly nature, and with 
abundance of water at a depth of fifty 
feet below the surface, there is every 
facility for producing every kind of 
vegetation natural to this section of 
country. In the surrounding country, 
however, the great depth necessary to 
sink in order to reach water will be an 
obstacle in the Way of its agricultural 
development, especially in view of the 
fact that rain does not fall except from 
June to September. 

The climate, on the whole, is very 
pleasant, the superior altitude, as com- 
pared with Los Angeles, making up 
for the deficiency i in magnificent sea- 
breezees™ here. Occasional severe 
winds, sometimes accompanied by 
thunder, lightning and rain storms, 
occur during the summer months, and 
are the only drawback to the other- 
wise magnificent climate. 

The depot and hotel is a very large 
frame structure, owned jointly by the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fe Rail- 
road Companies. The hotel is leased, 
in common with all the hotels on the 
Santa Fe road from Kansas City west, 
by Mr. Harvey, of the latter city. A 
commodious machine-shop is now 
being built at this point by the Santa 
Fe Company. 

Some conception of the vast amount 
of business done by the two railroads 
may be formed from the fact that 
twelve regular trains arrive and de- 
part from Deming daily. 

A school-house, costing $700, has 
been completed recently, in which re- 
ligious services will be held shortly. 

Upon inquiring minutely into the 
source of dairy and produce supplies, 
the writer ascertained that butter and 
eggs for this section come principally 
from Winfield, Kansas, and other points 
on the Santa Fe road in Kansas, the 
butter being better and cheaper, and 
the eggs chexper, except in winter, 
when Los Angeles butter and eggs are 
the cheapest. Potatoes are now ship- 
ped here from Kansas also, being su- 
perior in quality to the Los Angeles 
article. 

Feeling a keen interest in all that 
pertains to the welfare of the beauti- 
ful city of his home, the writer was 
mortified to hear the same statement 
made by many business men, and it 
‘should be seriously pondered by the 
Los Angeles grocers and commission 
merchants. Let these dealers send the 
very best butter, eggs and produc: that 
they possibly can to Arizona and New 
Mexico if they desire to retain the 
trade of those Territories, otherwise 
Kansas and Colorado will shut them 
out completely.

L. D. Smith, formerly Superintendent 
of the Los Angeles High School, now 
custom house officer at this point, f.r 
much valuable information and many 
friendly courtesies received at his 
hands.

We have conflicting reports as to the 
route over which a connection will be 
made between Benson and Deming. 
One story is thata road will be built 
down the San Pedro to a certain point, 
and then northeast to Socorro, New 
Mexico; another is that a paralled line 
will be built from Deming to Benson. 

We are not fully advised as to the 
present arrangement of the Atchison 
road with the Southern Pacific for the 
‘use of the track from Deming to Ben- 
son, but it's without doubt a temporary 
arrangement. A great transcontinen- 
tal road like the Atchison cannot 
afford long to be dependent upon 
another road for the right to transport 
freight and passengers over the track 
of arival road. These two great riv- 
als for the carrying trade from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific will soon be full 
hedged, not only quasi rivals, but riv- 
als in fact, and for all there is in sight. 
When the Sonora limited is com- 
pleted the Southern Pacific’ will 
have a rival for all heavy ma- 
chinery from San Francisco into the 
southern part of the Territory and So- 
nora. If Tucson hada connection 
with the Atchison road we could then 
derive some benefit from the compe- 
tition that must come. Should we fail 
to secure such connection, our town, 
whicl##s new far ahead of all rivals,must 
suffer great loss in the trade of the 
south. 

That the Atchison folks will build a 
road of their own from some point on 
the Rio Grande to connect with Ben- 
son, is only a question of time, and of 
a very short time at that.

A Flowing Oil Well near Newnall in 
Flames, 


|Special Correspondence of the Times. 
NEWHALL, Aug. 6, 1882.—Early on 
Sunday morning San ‘enawao Well No. 
1, P. C. Oil Co., commenced to flow, and 
a few minutes afterwards accidentally 
caught fire. Your correspondent hap- 
pened to be on the ground at the time. 
In a few minutes a column of flames and 


smoke arose in the air to the 

height of four hundred feet, 
and it was one of the grandest sights 
ever beheld. rising in picturesque 
wreaths of fire and scattering over the 
sky in luminous waves from the burning 
petroleum. The tall derrick fell witha 
crash, and everything round about was 
soon enveloped in flames. The alarm was 
quickly sounded, and soon there was a 
crowd of oil men on the spot, but so 
great was the heat it was impossible to 
approach the burning fluid until it had 
spent its fury and the flow of oil and 
gas had ceased for the time being.
